Claims 1 , 2, 5, 1 2, 1 9, 22, 24, 26 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as 
being anticipated by Everaerts et al. 

Everaerts et al disclose acrylic copolymers comprising the reaction proct of 
unsaturated phosphinic acid and a chain transfer agent. The phosphonic acid is suitably 
vinyl sulphonic acid while the chain transfer agent is suitably butyl mercaptan (butyl 
thiol). The reference further teaches the use of hydroperoxide as initiator and the use of 
photoinitiators. 

Applicants' limitatons to biodegradability are seen as inherent to the polymer of 
the reference since the chemical limitations are met. 

Claims 3, 4, 1 4-1 8, 20, 21 , 23 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Claims 6-11,13 and 30-32 are allowed.
